w’o inan o f abo ut 20 years o f age, 
wdio had died o f fever.

— “ D o n ’t lock me in m y cell,” is 
the pitiful 
appeal 
m ade by the 
convicts of the state prison here. 
T he com pletion of im provem ents, 
including 
hospital, 
w ashhouse, 
chapel, adm inistration and school 
buildings, w ith a great deal of re­ 
pairing, at an expenditure of $65,- 
000 for m aterial an d n o thin g for 
labor, as the convicts alone were 
used, has taken aw ay from hun ­ 
dreds the em ploy m ent tha t saved 
them from idleness. 
N earer and 
nearer the authorities are c o n fro n t­ 
ing 
the 
great 
and 
distressing 
problem w ha t to do w ith the idle 
convicts, w ith 
the 
legislature a 
y ear aw ay . 
In abolishing labor of 
convicts under contract 
the last 
legislature put in a saving clause 
pe rm ittin g them to m anufacture all 
things needed 
by 
the m any in ­ 
stitutions of the 
state, but they 
failed lo m ake an appropriation 
of even a few dollars to carry out 
this provision. 
W a rd e n 
H arley 
said y esterday that 
the situation 
was most thre a te n in g : that even 
w ith the end of em ploy m ent of co n ­ 
victs on the im provem ents whicii 
have been m ade, they were also 
through w ith contracts except for 
about 38 0 prisoners. 
In less than 
a y ear he will have only 250 men 
at w ork out of a total prison po pu­ 
lation of about 850. 
‘'It is a terrible punisiim ent,” 
continued the w arden in talking 
w ith the E m piirer, “ for the men 
to be 
in 
idleness. 
T he 
appeal 
they m ake to be kept out of their 
cells, expressing a willingness to 
do 
even 
tlie 
most 
m enial 
or 
trivial thin g to save ihem 
from 
being locked up, is heart-cutting. 
1 have done all that 1 can to re­ 
lieve them . 
I even had men to 
pull out wire nails from tim ber,one 
by one. and straighten them . 
In 
this w ay 1 secured six barrels of 
nails, w hich were used again in the 
new building. 
In tearing tlown 
the brick buildings 1 had the bricks 
placed in the furthest corner of the 
prison y ard, and set men to work 
carry ing them , a brick at a time, lo 
the bricklay ers. 
If a m an carried 
more than one brick I sent iiim 
back w ith all he brought. 
1 have 
now men polishing the cell doors 
w ith files. 
It takes one m onth to 
polish a door. 
“ W ha t I am to do until the leg­ 
islature meets I c a n ’t say , except 
in providing for the illiterates, of 
w hom there are about 250 in tlie 
prison : 150 of these I will place in 
the school. 
“ O f these, of course, some can 
read, but c a n ’t w rite. 
Tiiese,witii 
others, 
w ho 
can both read and 
w rite, I shall place in an old build­ 
ing w hich 1 have had fitted up to 
be used as a reading room. 
H ere I 
shall turn them loose and have one 
m an, w ho is a reader, read to them 
during certain hours of the day and 
night. 
I will call this the ‘idle 
ro o m .’ 
O ther convicts I can util­ 
ize on the 65 acres of land belong­ 
ing to the prison in raising all the 
vegetables we need. 
But even that 
leaves hundreds unem ploy ed wlio 
will have to be locked up except for 
the short exercise 1 can allow them 
in 
the 
m o rn in g an d 
afternoon. 
N obody has as y et furnished a sa t­ 
isfactory solution to present to the 
legislature for en actm en t. 
It m ay 
be that we will have to return to 
contract labor, although tha t is a 
very bare possibility . 
“ O n the other hand, we can get 
relief by havin g an appro priatio n 
to carry out that provision of the 
law w hich perm its us to m a n ufa c­ 
ture 
all 
the 
bedding, 
clothing, 
shoes and every thin g else needed 
in the other state institutions. 
It 
is too early y et to note the eflfects 
on those locked up. 
It will be 
three or four weeks before an y thin g 
ol tliat kind can be observed.
